A poll of the house ways and 
means 
committee 
showed

that if President Roosevelt should 
suggest heavy inheritance and In- 
creased gift taxes as a means of 
redistributing wealth his proposal 
would fall into sympathetic hands. 
The check disclosed that of the 


25 commltteemen, 14 would 
go 
along on an inheritance-gift tax 
program, most of them without 
qualification. 
Two others 
said 


they would not, while nine were 
doubtful. 
A Democrat, who is one of the 


two opposing such an idea, said 
privately that the president had 
been told any change in basic tax 
structures a year before the next 
presidential 
election 
would be 


"very bad politics." 
No one on Capitol Hill had any 


positive idea as to what inheri- 
tance and gift tax rates might be 
in mind. The survey of the house 
committee was made on the basis 
of an assertion by Secretary Mor- 
genthau before the senate finance 
committee. Saying that if the bo- 
nas were paid, new taxes would 
be needed, he asserted that the 
application of present Income tax 
rates to inheritances 
and 
gifts 


would bring 
in $300,000,000 
to 


$600,000,000 annually. 
That would mean taxes ranging 
form 4 per cent on inheritances 
and gifts of over $50,000 to nearly 
63 per cent of those over $1,000,- 
000. 
There are no direct inheri- 


tance levies now, and gift taxes 
range from 3-4 of 1 per cent on 
gifts under $10,000 to 45 per cent 
of gifts over $10,000,000.

"Members of the Ethiopian tribe 


of Gilles grazing their animals in

were attacked -by Italian bands of 
native recruits attempting to cap- 
ture their animals. The tribesmen 
rightly resisted, routing the ag- 
gresors. 
"The aggression by Italian bands 


on Ethiopian territory constitutes 
a new violation and characteristic 
aggression against which Ethiopia 
formally protests."

POWER REGULATE 


WELLSIS UPHELD 


SUPREME C O U R T RULES 
SPACING OF WELLS LAW FOR 


CONSERVATION IS LEGAL 


AUSTIN, 
June 
12.— 


Texas supreme court today • up- 
held the right of the 
railroad, 


commission to regulate the spac- 
ing of oil wells in the interest 
of csnservation. 


The opinion sustaining rule 37 


promulgated by the commission 
was in the case of C. H. Brown 
and the commission against the 
Humble Oil and Refining Com- 
pany. 


The court held that while the 


commission's acts must not be 
unreasonable, unjust or arbitrary 
it was definitely charged by law 
•with enforcing conservation and 
the rule tended toward that end. 


At the same time, the court 
suggested that the rule be amend- 
ed to specify more clearly excep- 
tions authorized under the law 
so all persons interested in a field 
might know more definitely their 
property rights. 


"We hold that 
the 
railroad 


commission has the power, under 
the conservation statues, to pro- 
mulgate a spacing rule, as was 
done," the court said, 'regulating 
drilling of oil wells, and to pro- 
vide for exception to the rule 
to protect vested rights and to 
prevent waste; and the exception 
to this rule is not too uncertain 
or indefinite so as to render the 
rule invalid. 


"No reasonable hardship need 
result if the rule is faithfully 
and impartially applied by those 
authorized by law to administer 
it."The court further said, subdivi- 
sion of tracts of land subject to 
development as a whole 
would 


not give the right to drill wells 
under an exception to the rule. 


"Where rule 37 is In force In 
a certain territory," the 
court 


continued, "a voluntary subdivi- 
sion of a tract of land subject to 
development for oil and gas as 
a whole would not 
entitle 
the 


owner of said divided tract, or 
tracts, as a matter of right, to 
an exception of rule 37 on the 
ground of vested rights, because 
such act would destroy the rule 
and render the conservation laws 
a nullity." 


Rule 37 also was upheld in the 


case, of Maurice Stewart against 
the railroad commission, in which 
Stewart was refused permission 
by the commission to drill a well 
in Gregg county. 


A Travis county district court 
granted Stewart, an 
injunction 


prohibiting interference by 
the 


commission, 
and 
the 
appeals 


court reversed the decision. The 
supreme court upheld the court 
of civil appeals. 


"We find nothing In this rec- 


ord which shows the action of 
the railroad commission in refus- 
ing the permit was unjust, un- 
reasonable 
or 
arbitrary," 
the 


court said.

The money—wrapped in black 
oil cloth and a gunny sack—had 
been buried in a canyon about five 
miles south of here. 


It brought 
the total of 
the 
'snatch" money accounted for by 
government men to more than 
$110,000. 


Department of 
.-justice 
agents 
here would not comment on details 
of the uncovering of the cache. 
J. Edgar Hoover, director of 


the justice department bureau of 
investigation, announced in Wash- 
ington it had been located as the 
result of constant questioning of 
Harmon M. Waley, 24-year-old ex- 
convict, and his 19-year-old wife, 
Margaret, held here as confessed 
members of the kidnap gang. 


Throughout the West a hunt 


was pressed for William Mahan, 
scar-faced ex-convict, who aban- 
doned a car containing $15,155 of 
the ransom money in escaping po- 
lice at Butte, Mont., last Sunday. 
It was spurred by Hoover's ex- 
pressed belief that Mahan had 
the balance 'ot the ransom money 
with him or buried. Hoover said 
Mahan may have "short-changed" 
Waley, who, he said, apparently 
received only $95,000 of the $200,- 
000.

NO INFLATION YET. 


The word "inflation" is 


used pretty loosely, 
and 


often improperly, with ref- 
erence to security and com- 
modity prices and the cost 
of living. It is always well 
to keep in mind what the 
normal standard 
is, and 


where we started from in 
this rise. 


Suppose wheat and corn 


have doubled in price late- 
ly, and therefore risen 100 
per cent. 
That is surely 


nothing for anyone to get 
worried about if wheat has 
started up from an abnor- 
mal and ruinous "low" of 
50 cents a bushel, and if 
corn has started from 25 
cents. It is the same with 
stocks. A jump of 200 or 
300 per cent for a common 
stock that is intrinsically 
good, but was deflated 400 
or 500 per cent during the 
deflation, is no indication 
of 8 runaway stock market 
or money system. 


Similar reasoning applies 


to the cost of living. It is 
quite a bit higher than it 
;was a year or two ago, but 
still 
considerably 
lower 


than the average for the 
decade preceding the de- 
pression. And many things 
cost less today than 
they 


have for a generation.

SUPERVISION SOIL CONSER-

W. M. Burkes,' conservation su- 


pervisor for the rural division of 
Texas 
Rural 
Communities, was 
the chief speaker at a meeting 
held in the Navarro County Com- 
missioner's 
Courtroom 
Tuesday 


morning with representatives of 
several communities in the county 
in attendance. 


Mr, Burkes outlined the conser- 


vation policies of 
his 
service 


which combines soil saving, pro- 
viding 
outside 
employment 
for 


rural rehabilitation clients, and 
aiding the county agent in his 
long-time farm program, as well 
as co-operating with the Soil Ero- 
sion Servise of the Department 
of Agriculture. 


At the conclusion of the meet- 


ing 
the 
community 
representa- 


tives unanimously approved the 
plans submitted, and authorized 
the county agent .to take applica- 
tions for the 
soil 
conservation 


work, and also the setting up of 
the proper organization to carry 
the campaign on in the county. 


The supervisor stated that his 


department was-prepared to build 
ponds and dams, tile for sub- 
irrigation projects, run line and 
do actual terracing .and a number 
of other

work, using relief clients as far 
as possible.

time. You need only remove your 
polish, and shape the nails with 
* file, then soak them a minute 
or so in hot soapy 
water, 
rub 


them with cuticle remover, scrape 
off the loosened dead skin, and 
clip away the rough bits of skin 
at the corners of the nails. Then 
more soaking, to get off the dry- 
Ing cuticle remoeer, and a good 
oiling. Finally another good wash- 
Ing to remove the oil. Then dry 
them and apply the polish.
